This resolution provided for an investi-.

His reso- 
lution requires the railroad commission 
and the trané#it commission, sitting 
jointly, to take up the question of the 
development of street railways in Boston 
and the rate of fares and tolls and to re- 
port to the next Legislature with bills 
tv meet the situation. . 

Senator Bennett, in answer to the ob- 
jections of Senator Tinkham, said that 
these provisions were put into the bill 
with the advice of the mayor of Boston 
and Corporation Counsel Babson. 

Senator. Tinkham spoke at length, 
arguing that the matter is so intricate 
that he’ did not wish to be interrupted 
by questions. Sections 8 and 9 of the 
bill, he said, were the offending ones,

Measure to Assist -Working- | 
men to Houses and Land | 
Now With Senate Commit-| 
tee of Ways and Means. 


Thousands of working men and women | 
in Massachusetts are interested today in| 
the fate of the homestead bill, which is | 
now in the hands of the committee of | 
ways and means of the state Senate. The | 
bill, which would afford people in mode- | 


rate circumstances an opportunity to se-. 
cure homes ‘in. the country, is reported | 
today te_be opposed by the cooperative | 


banks. | 


The measure does not seem to be taker 
very seriously by the members of the, 
upper branch of the Legislature. While | 
on the surface the bill is of an appealing | 
nature, those who will discuss it say that | 
underneath there are several things which 
make it impractical and of such a char- 
acter that it should nof be passed. The 
committee, it is said, may modify it In 
such a way as to take out the objection- 
able features and report some measure 
of this nature that could not be 
criticized. 

The bill provides that a state commis- 
sion of seven members be appointed to 
buy land in the suburbs otf -cities, build 
houses thereon and sell to the working 
men at practically cost. This commission 
is to consist of the director of the bureau |

of statistics, one member of the board of | 
agriculture, one member of the state | 
board of health to be selected by the 
board, and four other persons to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and approved by 
his council. One of the persons to be 
appointed by’ the Governor is to be a 
woman and one shall represent the la- 
boring class. 

One of the senators in discussing the 
question pointed out that this plan is 
now carried out by the cooperative 
banks, without involving the state in the 
question in any way. He pointed out 
that the bill is socialistic in tendency. 
and if passed would be radical legisla- 
tion; since the make-up of the commit- 
tee on Ways and means is conservative in 
character the bill is not likely to be fav- 
ored by this committee. The committee 
which originally had the bill in charge, 
and upon which there were three Senate 
members, reported against the’ bill, but 
the report was rejécted by the House. 
The adverse attitude of these two com- 
mittees is likely to overthrow any fav- 
orable action in the Senate. 

Some of the senators when asked in 
regard to the bill say that they have 
not looked into it and de not know 
what will happen in the Serate. No one 
was found willing to be quoted by name 
on the subject. <« 

As the bill is declared to have ob- 
jectionable features the question may 
be asked why it passed the House. One 
of the senators said that several meas-

England in Egypt. 

Owing to the semi-official character of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s visit, by reason of his 
appointment by President Taft to repre- 
sent the United States at the obsequies 
of the late King Edward, English official- 
dom will make no comment for publica- 
tion regarding the speech. But nothing 
could be plainer than that the leading 
politicians believe that Mr. Roosevelt’s 
bold utterance may act as a fuse that 
may yet touch off an upheaval of Anglo- 
Egyptian relations. 


There were constant comparisons to- 
day between Roosevelt’s position and 
the Lord Saekville-West incident of Oc- 
tober, 1888, when the British ambassador 
to the United States was dismissed by 
President Cleveland because he privately 
wrote a letter advising a correspondent 
to vote for Cleveland. It is not con- 
tended that the cases are parallel, but it 
is insisted by many that Mr.’ Roosevelt 
has been as guilty of a breach of official 
propriety. 

Today’s criticisms of Colonel Roose- 
velt increased in severity. The Evening 
Star probably takes the hardest rap at 
him. .

Secretary Henry Abrahams of the Bos- | 
ton Central Labor Union said today that 
the 1500 men in the various organiza- 
tions of building laborers who went on 
strike today will not go to work unless 


some satistactory agreement is reached 
between them and the contractors. 

It was stated later in the day at the 
union headquarters, 218 Hanover street, 
that the prospect for an early settle- 
ment of the strike was very bright. It 
was stated that 22 contractors had al- 
ready signed an agreement for higher 
wages. | 

A committee of four, consisting of 
Dominic D’Alessandro, president of the 
hodcarriers’ union; John Sullivan, presi- 
dent of local No. 223; Thomas Phil and 
John Perotte, are busy today visiting 
the contractors. 

Many of the firms are sending non- 
union men to the headquarters and a 
large share of them are said to have be- 
come union laborers. It is claimed at 
the union headquarters’ that the 
strikers are going’ back to work in 
squads every few minutes at increased 
pay, and that the situation this after- 
noon looks very hopeful for their suc- 
eess. About 2000 are striking today, ace 
cording to a statement issued at the of- 
fice of local union 209 this afternoon. 

The men are demanding higher wages. 
They include machinists, carpenters, 
building laborers, wharf and _ bridge 


hoisting and portable engineers. If any 
effort is made to put non-union men to 
work, it is said that other building and 
metal trades will be likely to become) 
involved.

In carrying out this principle of dis- 
armament, the givernment will find it- 
self face to face with the difficulty with 
which Indian administrators are famil- 
jar, namely, that of completely taking 
away arms from the people, surrounded 
by armed tribes with whom they have 
been in perpetual conflict for genera- 
tions. To totally disarm them would be 
to: place them at the mercy of these 
tribes; on the other hand, to allow them 
to retain their arms is to leave them in 
possession of the means for further out- 
breaks. 

Mahmud Shevket, who is organizing 
the Turkish plan of campaign, has been 
chosen probably not more because of his 
conspicuous ability, than because he is 
considered to be more or less a persona 
grata to the tribes in revolt. It is not in 
the least likely that there will be any 
slackening of his methods until the 
government has successfully enforced its 
demands. The cabinet has made it per- 
fectly plain from the beginning that, 
having been forced to’ the expense of 
mobilizing such a force as is now under 
arms, it will not demobilize it until the 
pacification of the tribes is complete.

LONDON PIGEON 
RACING SEASON 


(Special to The Monitor.) 


LONDON — The racing season of the 
London Colombarium Society, one of the 
principal pigeon racing clubs in the 
London district, commenced this year 
with the race from Yarmouth, Isle of 
Wight, on Wednesday, May 11. the dis- 
tance being about 80 miles. The birds 
had to face a fairly strong northeast 
wind, which made the race a hard one, 
and the velocities consequently were 
low, the highest working out at 934 
yards per minute. Fanciers as a rule, 
however, prefer that the first few races 
should not be too easy, a head wind 
helping to condition the birds for the 
longer races. 

The next race was flown Wednesday, 
May 18, from’ Bournemouth, about 90 
miles, and this proved as easy as the 
first race was hard. In this case the 
birds had a southwest breeze in their 
favor and flew at a great pace. It 
was just such a day on which pigeons 
seem to enjoy flying, warm, without 
being too hot, a nice breeze and a clear 
sky. Birds fly with great vigor and at 
a great height on a dav of this de- 
scription. Velocities in this race should 
work out at well over 1400 yards per 
minute. 

The next race with this club is from 
Granville, about 200 miles, in about 10 
days time, followed by races from 
Rennes, about 250 miles, Nantes, 315 
miles and Mirande 560 miles. Fanciers 
are now closely watching their birds 
and carefully selecting them for the 
longer; and more important races.

A new &)-foot drawapan bridge, over 
the Weymouth Back river, to take the 
place of the present two bridges over 
this stream at Lincoln street, Wey: 
mouth, is ordered, by Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Robert Oliver Shaw. 

The bridge trustees, consisting of the 
mayor of Quincy and chairmen of naik 
boards of selectmen of Wéymouth and 
Hingham and with jurisdiction over the 
highway bridge, and the Old Colony 
Street Railway Company, owners of the | 
trolley structure adjacent to the main 
structure, are given until Jan, 1, 1911, 
to submit plans to the war department of 


what the new structure is to be. They 
then have until June 30, 1911, to make 
the changes. 

Official notices were today served on 
each of the above named officials, who 
state they will carry the matter to the 
United States courts, the bridge from 
their point of view not warranting the 
enormous expense, estimated. at from 
$200,000 to %500,000. 

Col, Frederic V. Abbot, theynew local 
army engineer, served the notices. He 
informed the different officials that they 
were at liberty to inspect any reporte 
in his office, but he could not give them 
relief, They must conform to the or- 
der, unless the courts cause it to be 
changed. 

The present structute has a drawapan 
of 26 feet wide and is built close to 
the water line. The bridge was con- 
atructed before the war department took 
over the jurisdiction of navigable 
streams, This feature played an import: 
ant part in the action taken by Secre- 
tary Shaw., 

The new bridge must have efficient 
mechanism to insure prompt openings 
and closings. 

While the war department does not 
atate that it wants only one bridge at 
this point, instead of two as at present, 
the inference remains that approval will 
only be given to plans that call for one 
modern atructure, which will also be 
built with a certain amount of water 
clearance for the passage of small boats 
without causing the opening of draws. 

The officials of Quincy, Weymouth 
and Hingham, in conjunction with the 
Old Colony street railway intend to 
have a conference of counsel in a few 
days to determine just what steps they 

‘ will take to oppose or have the order 
changed. 

When the report left Boston for 

~ Washington it was stated that the of. 
ficials would have congressmen take a 
hand in the matter. 

The report stated that the trustees 
have no authority to raise funds for a 
new bridge except to secure an appro- 
priation from the state Legislature. 
The date to submit plans, Jan, 1, 191), 
was therefore set with the view that 
the matter would be taken to the Gen- 
eral Court at once.

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TRIMMING EFFECT 


Charming effects in trimming are ob- 
tained by shirring the material on cords 
to draw the fullness to a certain place 
on bodice or skirt. Piping in self or 
contrasting colors is also much used on

Where buttons are used on a gown or 
suit, there are buttonholes to correspond, 


the latter often serving only as a deco- 
rative feature. They are usually actual 
buttonholes, self. bound or bound in a 
contrasting color and fabric.

Charming Short Sacques~ 

The average long kimono needs no 
more than a passing mention, and the 
same may be said of the shorter length, 
says the Philadelphia Times. 

Very charming short sacques and neg- 
liges are, howeyer, made on other mode]s. 

Among these are the embroidered demi- 
flouncings that can be readily adapted to 
the loose effects. 

These may be gathered in a _ short 
square yoke cut from a bit of the all- 
over and edged top and bottom with lace 
beading threaded.

Cases for Darning Cotton

made similar to those for holding 
spool thread. 

Cut two circular pieces of cardboard, 
not quite five inches in diameter. Cover 
these on both sides with some pretty 
cretonne or silk, slipping a little sachet 
powder under the interlining. 

Now place between the two eovered 
pieces three spools of darning cotton, 
one each of white, tan and black— 
equal distance from each other and the’ 
edge. 

Puncture holes so that the spools 
may be held in place by threading rib- 
bon back and forth. Tie the ends of 
the ribbon in a bow, ane the case is 
complete. ; 


Silver Fabric Cleanser

Refrigerator Must Be Cared For 


Whatever else is neglected in the summer 
household the ice box must not be neglected. It 
need not be hard to keep clean, however. 

Borax is an invaluable aid to the woman who 
wishes to keep her ice box immaculate. It is 
especially desirable for use in small refrigerat- 
ors, where little food is kept, and where ice is kept 
more for the purpose of preserving butter and 
milk and keeping bottled water cool. However, 
it is excellent for all ice boxes. 

Cold water with plenty of pure borax is pref- 
erable to hot water to use in wiping off the walls 
of the refrigerator. It doesn’t heat the box, and 
it purifies everything it touches. It may also be 
put in the corners of the refrigerator. 

Its best use of all is perhaps in keeping the 
receptacle for ;the ice itself and the outlet tube 
in pure and sanitary condition. It may be 
sprinkled freely over the bottom of the ice box 
proper and on the rack holding the ice.

UNDER PRESOURE 


Vigorous Attack Upon To- 


day’s Market Follows Gov- 
ernment Action and Prices 
Melt Rapidly Away. 


BOSTON STOCKS OFF 


Railroad securities, particularly those 
of the western companies, wete vigor- 
ously attacked this morning in Wall 
atreet by the bear party. Prices melted 


away rapidly, and it is thought that 
many long holdings, weakly margined, 
were dislodged. The slump extended 
throughout the list and losses ranged 
from a point to five and six points for 
the prominent issues during the first 
hour. 

‘It was a genuine bear raid. The prin- 
cipal cause for the attack was the ac- 
tion of the government in bringing in- 
junction proceedings against 25 western 
roads to restrain them from raising 
freight rates today. There were other 
contributory causes, but the fact that 
the market met little or no.support on 
its downward way was evidence that the 
decline was in accordance with the wishes 
of the big interests. 

Stocks were thrown overboard regard- 
less of values and trading was of larger 
volume than it has been in a long time. 
St. Paul was one of the heaviest losers. 
The stock opened 1% lower than last 
closing price at 135%. and 
dropped to 129% during the forenoon. 

Reading also was very weak. It 

opened unchanged at 157% and sold off 
under 133. Union Pacific was: % lower 
at the opening at 178% and by the end 
of the first hour was selling around 175. 
Chesapeake & Ohio opened off % at 
841% and sold down to 82. 
/ Atchison opened off % at 105% and 
lost’ about 3 points during the early 
Baltimore & Ohio, Great North- 
ern, Illinois Central, Southern Pacific, 
New York Central and Wabash preferred 
declined from 2 to 3 points or more 
during the forenoon. : 

U. S. Steel opened off % at 79% and 
sold down around 78. Amalgamated Cop- 
per was off % at the opening at 68% 
and sold down under 66. Other indus- 
trials declined a point or more before 


rallying. There was a moderate recovery 


in the market toward midday. 

The loca] market was very heavy. Ari- 
zona Commercial operied off ¥% at 15%. 
Copper Range opened unchanged at 661% 
and declined a good fraction. Lake Cop- 
per opened unchanged at 51 and dropped 
2 points. North Butte was off % at the

hawk opened at 51 and declined 1%. 
United Fruit declined from 193 to 187.

Rapala A rmy Officers 
to Study Manufacturing 
of Ordnance at Arsenal 


LIEUT.-COL. CHARLES B. WHEELER. 
Commander at Watertown arsenal, who 
will have a school of instruction 
for ordnance officers. 

A SCHOOL where offiters of the reg- 

ular army will be given an oppor- 
tunity for a period of one year to se- 
cure a practical education in the manu- 
facture of gun carriages and other arti- 
cles of warfare manufactured at the 
Watertown arsenal is soon to be estab- 
lished at that. plant. 

It is the first time in the history of 
the United States army that the experi- 
ment has been tried. ‘Three officers have 
been taking the course ‘since last fall, 
with a view to determining its practica- 
bility. Their sué¢cess has been beyond 
the expectation of the military authori- 
ties, and the school will begin operations 
within a month. Between seven and 10 
officers are to be in the class. The 
project was proposed by  Lieut.-Col. 
Charles B. Wheeler, commanding the ar- 
senal., - 

Recently in New York a board met to 
select officers for an ordnance detail for 
the next two years, whose names were 
sent to Washington. Orders are being 
arranged to send them to various ar- 
senals. First Lieut. C. T. Harris, Jr., 
of the coast artillery, Ft. Andrews, is 
the first. one to be sent to Watertown. 

The young officers, the majority of 
them graduates of the West Point mili- 
tary academy, know nothing, of how 
guns or gun carriages are made. 

“The greatest benefit of the school,” 
Colonel Wheeler says, “is that the officer 
will gain a knowledge that will be of 
considerable advantage to every officer 
and soldier at the post in which he 
serves after leaving the ordnance corps. 
He will know the gun’s strength and en- 
durance. He will know what is wrong 
if any part gets out of order. He will 
know whether the implement. must be 
dismounted and sent to an arsenal for 
repairs, or whether he can fix it or draw 
a plan of the defect on which an arsenal 
could work. This alone will save the 
government money. He will also be of 
great assistaiwe teaching other officers 
and men.” ‘

IS DISAPPROVED BY. 
ANDREW CARNEGIE 


LONDON—Andrew Carnegie despite 
his intense interest in educational af- 
ng ne international amity is decided- 
ly “pposed to the Rhodes scholarship 
idea, according to statements made by 
him on this subject since his recent 
arrival from America. 

In denying the,report that he had en- 

owed a number of scholarships’ at 
American universities for British young 
men on the lines of ne Rhodes scheme, 
Mr. Carnegie says: 

“Nothing is falser sine that. It has 
been recommended to’*me more than once 
that [ should duplicate the Rhodes fund 
for young Britishers to come across to 
us, but these are not my views. , 

“I do not believe that it is for the 
benefit of America’s young men to 
leave their own country and spend 
years among foreigners. The time for 
a young man to make friends who will 
help him in. after life is just in his 
college days. 

“One of the'chief advantages of a 


His friends get into good positions, and 
when they are asked if they can find 
a proper man for a Festion they recom- 
mend their chum. 


“Besides, the British university stu- 
dent, and especially his parents, would 
not think that the American univer- 
sity had anything valuable to give. 
English parents send their sons to Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, especially ' the 
former, largely for social reasons. 

“Nor do I consider that students from 
America best use their time in spend- 
ing it at Oxford. If even Roosevelt 
had spent two or three years at an 
English university, he would be less an 
American than he is.’ 

Mr. Carnegie, who will pass the sum- 
mer at Skibo castle, is greatly pleased 
with the progress made recently by the 
peace movement, 


“It has been a great week for peace,” 
said the famous irgnmaster, as he 
looked over several papers which made 
reference to his speech before the peace 
society at the Guildhall. 

“Look at these two chunks of wis- 
dom,” continued Mr. Carnegie, as he 
read out sentences from his speech, One 
was: 

“It is not the actual war we have 
to fear, but the danger of war, which 
hangs over the world like a pall.” 

The second quotation read: 

“It is not the actual cost of war, but 
its savagery which condemns it to ex- 
tinction.” 

Mr. Carnegie’s reference to a great 
week of peace had to do with the Kais- 
er’s reported statement to M. Pichon, 
the French foreign minister, before leav- 
ing England, Mr. Carnegie’s own speech, 
and the long‘chat he had ‘with Mr. 
Roosevelt on the subject.

regime as superintendent of the New 
England division of the railway mail 
service, :

Invita- 
tions have been forwarded to all the 
United States senators and congressmen 
from six New England states, to Post-

THE LIBRARY ALCOVE

[* two previous articles the present 
| popularity of the classical writers of 
- the Victorian epoch, both American and 
English, was considered. The extént to 
which the great classics of «all time are 
currently read will be briefly considered 
in this article. 

It is probable that yery great clas- 
sical works are not widely read in any 
age, for the reason that it takes a~very, 
great man to fully appreciate a ver 
great work. 
such works never compose a majority of 
the population. Then, as the world 
grows mere and more ancient, great-clas- 
sics slowly grow more and more numer: 
ous; and @ man who would assimilate 
the great classics in the world today has 
more of an achievement to undertake 
than the man who lived in the days of 
Julius Caesar. So the average man must 
even subject the classics to a procegs of 
selection, as it is a physical and mental 
impossibility for him to read and mas- 
ter them all. 

After, this winnowing of selection 
two great world writers who ‘survive 
and hold a vital sway over the lives of 
men are Homer and Shakespeare. These 
two men almost seem like impersonal 
voices—or the voice of universal humanity 
uttering itself. It is not these two 
men, it is the human race that seems to 
be speaking. The man, Homer, is utterly 
lost in the void blackness of antiquity. 
He is simply a musical voice floating 
interminably down through the far dark- 
ness. The man Shakespeare, although 
modern, is almost as unknown as Homer. 
Each one has been strenuously denied 
the authorship of the works that go 
under his name. These men have been 
left without a human personality or 
history; and men consequently take 
their words as the general voice of man- 
kind. 

Homer was a happy man whoia things 
pleased, He thrilled with the joy of life. 


o: 
When a man has but few 


So, logieally, readers of | 


‘us, away back there in the dimness, and 


neighbors 
all his neighWors are interesting to him. 
Homer lived in the days when men 
were few; and so every man was a de- 
lightful curiosity to him He studied 
men with the loving interest with which 
mothers study their children. He knew 
nothing of ocean liners and steamcars; 
but horses and ships seemed much more 
wonderful to him than a locomotive or 
a balloon seems to us. He saw some- 
thing new every day and he liked to 
talk about it. All the old stories that 
came down from his’ grandfathers 
pleased him as a fairy story pleases a 
child—and he set them to music in 
that wonderful rhythm of his, and all 
open and childlike natures have been 
pleased with them ever since. 

We do not believe his stories were 
facts now—although he probably did 
thus believe them-——but, in a very vital 
sense, we do not believe they are truth. 
They are the everlasting records of the in- 
ward life of man. He really got at 


though our outward fashions have | 


changed many times since his day, the | 


real man of today responds to the real 
man of 2500 years ago, and we all like 
Homer because he is one of us.

Shakespeare is one of us, too. He was 
a good mixer. Man was a more complex 
creature in Shakespeare’s day than in 
the days of Homer. But Shakespeare 
ignored the complexities and got at the 
primitive man. Under the cloaks of 
hypocrites, and under the crowns of 
kings, he found good old human nature 
and let it talk through him. He was a 
man who was full of fun; but could 
think transcendent thoughts, never be- 
fore expressed, between his laughs. ‘He 
was probably not regarded as a great 
man while he lived and moved among 
men. He was perhaps regarded as an 
idle fellow who walked about and talked. 
But no man ever got better acquainted 
with his neighbors than he; and what 
he learned from his neighbors -he has

The great oriental literatures have 
never obtained a vital hold upon general 
occidental thought. The men who wrote 
if were not good mixers like Shakespeare 
and Homer; and, though their type of 
introspective thinking would supply a 
very apparent lack in the occidental 
mind,!the sacred books of the East have 
not obtained a wide reading. When, in 
the great process of, world immigration, 
the West and the East come to under- 
stand each other better, these books will 
be read in Europe and America; and the 
practical occidental intellect will doubt- 
less: take on a more shapely symmetry. 


Aristotle, whose philosophy dominated 
human thought for more than a thou- 
sand years, is now but little read. He 
lacked the. literary gift of his great con- 
Plato. Plato is 
still, perhaps, regarded as the greatest 
thinker of mankind, and is still a vital 
force in the thoughts of men. Some of 
his dialogues, in places, have almost the 
human touch of Shakespeare; and their 
irony and humor and conceits make some 
of them seem as modern as Ibsen or 
Bernard Shaw. 

The great-Greek tragedians Eschylus, 
oe uid Euripides are not read 
widely; and it is hard to tell why. No 
one but Shakespeare has ever done great- 
er work than they.. The race will read 
them again, sometime, when it gets over 
its temporary hurry. Virgil and -Dante 
and Goethe and Milton stand near the 
top among the world’s classics. They are 


very great; but they all fell short of the} 


universality of Shakespeare and Homer. 
There will always be, in every generation, 
a limited numbef of thoughtful and 
worshipful students of these authors; 
and their cult will never cease. 
probable, at present; that none of these 
poets are read as much as they are 
eulogized. May their eulogies not . de- 
crease, but their readers grow more num- 
erous. It will do men good; and not 
harm, to read the works of the great 
thinkers and singers of the race.

AMONG reservations that weaken the influ- 
ence and curb the possibilities of The Hague 
conference is that relating to questions of 
national honor. According to some of the 
parties to the conference, national honor 
must not be subjected to arbitration. Yet 
President Taft, in touching on this matter 
in. New York last March, declared : that, 
| personally, he could not see any mote reas6n 
why matters of national honor should not 
be referred to a court of ‘arbitration than matters of property or 
national proprietorship. | 

The country is, at least tentatively, committed to the idea of a 
supreme court of international justice which would:have full jurisdic- 
tion even in cases where questions of international law were involved.., 
There can be no doubt in any reasonable mind as to the stability of the’ 
nations to create a court whose decisions should be final. Agree- 
ment among themselves is all that is necessary. Such a court would 
have to be invested with police powers on a gigantic scale, and with 
the means of executing its judgments. Two thousand million 
dollars annually, it is estimated, are now expended upon the main- 
tenance of armies and navies by all the nations; two hundred millions 
per annum, it is estimated, would be sufficient to meet the cost of a 
military force—or a police force, as the case might be-—capable of 
enforcing the court’s decreés. 

Aside from the immense saving to the governments, the confi- 
dence which such a court would give international industry and 
commerce would be of the greatest moment to humanity. But 
beyond all material benefits would be the moral advancement made 
possible by the universal assurance that wars had become impossible. 
There is nothing impracticable about the project. It is, in fact, only 
a step, and an easy one, beyond the many international agreements 
that have recently been reached. Its consummation is so obviously 
within the power of the. few nations commonly called the powers 
that only unwillingness among them to achieve one of the greatest 
world blessings of all the ages can stand in the way of it.

W1TH the mayors of Boston and New York uniting in an effort 


to suppress undesirable theatrical posters, no doubt many other 
cities will join in the movement. It is a reform that will find plenty 
of room in which to spread itself. 


THERE is confusion in both of the great 
political parties and it is visible not only in 
Congress, but throughout the entire political 
field. There is' insurgency among the 
Democrats as well as among the Republicans, 
and, worse still, there 1s insurgency among 
the insurgents. So numerous are .the lines 
of divergence and so many the shades of 
difference that it is almost impossible to 
determine from day to day how the vote on 
any measure in the House or Senate will stand. Hence the uncer- 
tainty with regard to the remnant of the administration program. 
Even if the vote on the railroad bill shall disclose a safe majority for 
the “regulars,” it will not follow, necessarily, that this majority may 
be counted on for the postal savings, statehood or conservation 
measures. | 

To sum up, there is an all-pervading unrest in the public life of 
the nation and an all-pervading uncertainty as to the real state 
of public opinion. The country is prosperous; the revenue of 
the government is increasing, deficits are being wiped out, the 
national horizon is clear and promising, and yet popular thought in 
relation to political affairs is in a state of fermentation which nothing 
can quiet, it seems, short of a complete overturning of existing 
conditions, so far as this may be brought about by a crushing defeat 
for the dominant party. Wisely or unwisely, the country evidently 
wants a change, and it will not be content until its wish shall be 
gratified. oe

Among these men, 
the first place must be given to Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman. He 
was not a brilliant man, as the world judges brilliancy. He was not 
a great party leader, or a great statesman, as the world judges these 
things. He had, however, the determination of his race, and its 
devotion toward its own ideal. He saw a wound in his country’s 
side, and he gave all his energy, indeed he gave his life, to the attempt 
to heal it. It is notorious that he became prime minister at a moment 
when every claim but that of his country seemed to point in another 
direction. In acknowledging this, he lifted the burden which had 
rolled to his feet, and made the pacification of South Africa the 
crowning work of his career. Some day, when the mists of prejudices 
have been swept away, the Scottish laird will be found to have been

other to emphasize the fact that during his 
incumbency of the office of mayor of Boston, 
Mr. Hibbard not only set for himself and 
those under him a rule of economy in the 
administration of the city’s finances, but put 
it into practise so that at the end of his admin- 
istration a substantial sum of money had been 
saved. This cannot always be said of the

chief magistrate of cities and it 1s a pleasure 
to be able to say as much of Mr. Hibbard. 
The point that we would make is that he was successful in 
looking at the city’s money as a trust fund to be handled like any 
other trust fund, and that he showed that an official that does this 
performs a public service of more than one sort. Even greater than 
the actual saving of a specific sum to a municipality 1s the argument 
his work furnished against the weak and vulgar theory that a city’s 
treasury is a public crib, and that public: finances excuse respon- 
sibility. MMr. Hibbard on the contrary assumed that the city’s affairs 
were to be transacted on the same theory as those of any other great 
business, namely that the interests of the principals are always to be 
guarded ; in the case of a business the interests are those of the part- 
ners or stockholders, in the case of a city, the place of stockholders 
is taken by the citizens of the municipality, but the difference between 
the business coyporation and the municipal is that in the case of the 


‘municipal corporation the parties in interest are much more defense- 


less than ordinary stockholders, their property being exposed to a 
thousand currents of chicane and double dealing and above all to 
the paralyzing results of that invertebrate apathy to his rights as a 
voter and citizen that distinguishes the American dweller in citres. 

This being so, an additional duty towards the cestuis que trustent 
is imposed upon the mayor of a city to guard the public treasury and 
so to administer its resources as to warrant the confidence reposed in 
him by his fellow citizens. Today, the mayor of a city of the size 
of Boston is a great financial officer, though technically he have 
about him officials whose duty is the more direct handling ‘of the 
city’s money. But his must always be the controlling hand that must 
prevail so far as a policy is concerned, and that such policy was 
steadily one of wholesome economy and self-respecting thrift must 
always be recorded of him whose honesty in the city’s finance is 
spoken of today by many.

West Point 
Academy - 
and Techni- 


cal Training 


VARIOUS Causes are assigned for the appar- 
ent falling off in popularity of West Point 
Military Academy in recent years. The 
superintendent of the academy has recom- 
mended to a committee of the House of 
Representatives, which is considering a bill 
intended to mieet the present conditions, a 
plan whereby, in case of the failure of an 
appointee the next man to him in the exam- 
| ination may be given the place. It is 
thought that this would practically eliminate the scholarship vacan- 
cies. And Major-General Bell has formulated a plan whereby the 
number of graduates may be increased 25 per cent by an additional 
expenditure of on}y 1 per cent. 

These plans are important mainly because there is occasion for 
them. The government:not only provides four years’ free tuition 
for students at the academy, but: pays the students during their 
schooling and guarantees them employment upon graduation. 
Why, then, is it so difficult to keep up the quota? The time is not 
so far distant when there was a long waiting list for admission to 
this school, composed of some of the best young men in the country. 
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The academy still turns out a fine lot of graduates annually, but the 


question is, are they trained, in case they should leave the army, to 


meet modern requirements?’ That‘numbers do and. will’ leave the 


army soon after graduation is to be expected. We have no great 
standing military establishment, and we do not intend to have one. 
The result is that, except for a comparative few, the army has little 
to offer as a profession. But young men trained at West Point for 
the army might be so trained as‘to be able to enter civil life with 
the very highest technical equipment. Is it not a-fact that under 


the present system of education at West Point the graduate seeking. 


employment in Civil life finds himself largely unprepared to com- 


pete with graduates of ordinary technical institutes or-engineering 


schools, and that knowledge of this fact is deterring young men from 


entering the military school? 


. If West Point methods of training have become old fashioned, 
they should be modernized at once. With the resources and oppor- 
tunities at its command the national military academy should be one 
of the greatest technical and engineering schools in the country. _

A DISTINGUISHING trait of Mr. Roosevelt 
may be said to'be that he often says what he 
thinks ; when he does not wish to say what 
he thinks, he exercises his constitutional 
right to say nothing or what little he may 
choose. One has not to be a partizan to see 
that this is one of the reasons for Mr. 
Roosevelt’s solid popularity and to observe 
the marked difference between this method 
and that of many politicians «f saying what 
they think others think.- The people instinctively recognize that in 
this quality of the distinguished American and its exerctse by all men 
in public and private life is the political hope of this country. No 
man can talk with another’s voice and say true things; if he try 


to do it, he will be always looking for a prop that continually gives | 


way and brings down confusion on him and those about him. 
Mr. Roosevelt has not been in politics to no purpose and has 


learned an adroitness that is criticized by a good many and envied 
by more; he knows that politics gives its reward te him that uses hisg 


commion sense, but that such common sense wins no real rewards 
without honesty and courage, and these two he has in reassuring 
measure. He séems to know to a certain degree the difference 
between good humor and complacence and puts a good deal more 
reliance on the first than on the last. But when he strikes the note 


that echoes in the people’s honesty, he strides at one step out of. 


politics into statesmanship and carries not political conventions: with 
him but a country. There is thus shown to us the tremendous force 
of the people’s sense of the right and how it sweeps aside all petty 
obstacles. — 

This is strikingly brought to our attention when confronted 
with such a situation as that created by Mr. Roosevelt's Guildhall 
speech, in which he touched on England's position in Egypt. On the 
correctness of the political thesis which he presented we are not at 
this moment called upon to pass judgment, nor would it be a grateful 
task to instruct the wisdom of a great power venerable by experience 
and splendid in achievement that has benefited all the world. What 
as Americans we can wrest from this somewhat unexpected expres- 
sion of personal opinion is the dominant note of sincerity that rings 
through it and.the fact that it 1s used to show what in our hearts 
we all concede to be perfectly true, in all states, that weak government 
is bad government. 

This sincerity may disturb convention and may outrun caution, 
nevertheless it is part of the man and the part that this country most 
admires. It happens that at this phase of our history this governing 
idea is expressed jn the life of Mr. Roosevelt, but it 1s the idea that 
fills him, not he that fills the idea, bearing him on as it did Lincoln 
and Cleveland to the high mart of fearless doing. Those that do 
not agree with him, and they are considerable in weight and accom- 
plishment, have said much in criticism of Mr. Roosevelt, nor have 
they always been warped by party prejudice, but it is significant and 
a fact most carefully to be observed by those that study the habits 
of the state that the people always seek_a champion and always find 
one and gladly trust him, making but the one condition that on theit 
champion’s banner there shall be blazoned always right and truth. 
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IN THIs, the century of vast fortunes, we 
ask ourselves whether the possession of a 
great deal of money, even when coupled 
with vast benefaction, give the owner the 
prescriptive riglit to act as fugleman of the 
general affairs of the world. To deny it 
shortly would be to assume an ungracious

admission society writes itself greedy of donatives and bargains 
away its right of opinion. 

It Andrew Carnegie be reported correctly, he. has made 
some pretty sweeping statements about the Rhodes scholarships and 
has expressed his opinion of the Rhodes foundation and its benefici- 
aries in a didactic: note that it is to be hoped argues an_acquaintance 
with his subject. 
thing for young American men to spend years abroad among 
foreigners, but whether a two or three years’ sojourn in England 
comes within such a category Mr. Carnegie has no authority to say 
except for himself: That the time spent at Oxford may be wasted 
it would be futile to deny ; but it is fairly safe to say that the young 
American that wins a Rhodes scholarship measures his -timeé at 
Oxford in an honorable and creditable way and goes ‘back to his 
native land with a great many profitable ideas that may not germinate 


* for years but nevertheless will do so to his own country’s profit. It 


is perfectly correct to say that his stay at Oxford may hinder his 
immediate success at home, but money is not everything; the more 
important thing 1s what the Italians call educazione, bringing up, 
learning one’s proper mental and moral carriage. — 

That Mr. Carnegie has a-good intention is not to be denied, the 
great gifts that he has made for various purposes showsof themselves 
that he backs words with deeds, and we shall stultify ourselves if we 
do not give him credit for it. But we cannot use the laird of Skibo’s 
ipse dixit to brush away the purposes that guided Cecil Rhodes’ great 
hand when he made this foundation. Rhodes was a statesman and 
Mr. Carnegie is a very good man of affairs. 

* It was in Rhodes’ plan to bring together the peoples of the race 
that speaks the English tongue and to effect that purpose he brought 
about a working system whereby men from Sydney and Topeka work 
and play with men from New Orleans, Toronto and Johannesburg. 
His plan, at least, had thg majesty of view that must commend itself 
to Americans and most of all to those Americans that know intyi- 
tively that the marrow of democracy is bred of principles and not of 
millions. . By no means are we to disregard the pracucal value of 
Mr. Carnegie’s opinions on some subjects, but we cannot for a 
moment afford to give to his views on subjects not wholly within his 
experience any extraordinary weight because they are those of a 
very successful-business man. To do so would be to give life to. a 
forcé that has weight only in pounds and ounces andénot in the 
necessary vitality that must.fill the actions of members of the state. 
The right of thé citizen to clear and unimpeded rights of opinion 
must not be overborne at any time.
